In the early part of President 
Cleveland's second administration 
Mr. Buchanan was appointed 
United States Minister to the 
Argentine Republh — a mission that 
he filled with groat distinction to 
November 1. 1800. Asa diplomat he 
i* more widely and favorably 
known throughout the latin-Amer- 
ican countries than any other rep- 
resentative of the United states.

Among other results of his diplo- 
matic service at Buenos Ayres was 
the successful negotiation of an 
extradition treaty and a commercial 
convention between the Argentine 
Republic and the United Stated. 

With his Invaluable individual 
experience at the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition, his rare executive 
force and his thorough knowledge 
of the conditions, customs and 
characteristics of the people of 
South America, Mr. Buchanan has 
come to the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion singularly well equipped for 
the successful direction of its 
affa rs.

This Is an Interesting story of the 
undertaking of the Chicago <fc 
North-Western Railway of double- 
trael^ag its main line between 
Chicago and Council Bluffs, which 
has been completed us far west as 
Carroll, and by the close of next 
year the entire distance is expected 
to be finished. The double track 
will not only greatly facilitate the 
handling of traflc. both freight and 

passenger, but. by tl I i mi nat ion of 

curves and grades, will also shorten 
he distance between Chicago and 
Omaha. 

In many places the old right of 
way will be abandoned and many 

engineering difficulties that ap- 
peared unsurmoiintable when the 
original line was built have been 
solved by the audacltyof he modern 
engineer. The most notable feature 
of tbe work Is at Boone, Iowa. 
The present line sweeps direct to 
he soiilh after leaving Boone, fol- 
lowing the course of the Des Moines 
w hich is crossed by a bridge 
miles below the town, mak- 
eep grades on both sides of 
the river. The new line, however, 
will run straight west, and crosses 
tbe Des Moines river over a mighty 
bridge that spans the Des Moines 
valley from bluff to bluff, a dis- 
tance of more than half a mile. 

The building of this bridge saves 
three miles in distance and 
abolishes two of the longest and 

steepest -lades on the system.
